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Wheat Movement 

Montana wheat shipped to out-of-state destinations 
during January 2006 through June 2006 was 86.7 
million bushels, which is up 46% from the previous 
year. 

Over 87% of wheat shipped during this period 
headed west, totaling 75.1 million bushels, up 53% 
from a year earlier. Movements to eastern 
destinations during this period totaled 6.6 million 
bushels, up 55% from a year ago. Other and 
unknown destinations totaled 5.0 million bushels, 
down from 6.1 million bushels a year ago. 

Wheat shipped by rail, amounted to 84.5 million 
bushels, 97% of total shipments. Wheat trucked 
during this period was 2.2 million bushels compared 
with 2.9 million bushels last year. The percentage 
of wheat shipped by truck was 3% of the total, 
which is down from the previous year. 



Barley Movement 

Montana barley shipped to out-of-state destinations 
during the January 2006 to June 2006 period was 
8.0 million bushels, down 32% from the same 
period last year. 

Shipments of barley out of Montana headed for 
western destinations were down 72% from the same 
period last year, at 0.9 million bushels. Shipments 
to eastern destinations decreased from 7.3 million 
bushels last year to 5.7 million bushels this year. 
Shipments to other destinations went up from 1.2 
million bushels last year to 1.4 million bushels this 
year. 

Barley shipped by rail amounted to 7.6 million 
bushels, down 3.2 million bushels from last year. 
Barley hauled by rail was 95% of total movement, 
up from the same period last year.
